DISEASE ELIMINATED 


KILGOKE. Oct. 15.—(flV-Dr. T. 


B. Wilson today cited rabies con- 
trol work in Gregg county as an 
example that could be well-studied 
' by other counties in their fight to 
control this dread disease. 
The director of the Gregg coun- 


ty health unit, speaking before 
the Texas Public Health Associa- 
tion convention here, told of the 
work of his unit in stamping out 
a rabies epidemic after it had 
spread to such proportions that a 
county-wide quarantine on 
dogs 
had to lie. ordered last February. 


All dogs found In the streets and 


running loose were impounded and 
killed after 48. hours and every 
dog was ordered vaccinated. Dr. 
Wilson 
said 
this 
county-wide 


quarantine was the first of its 
kind on record, so far as he knew. 
From Feb. 1 to Sept. 30, a totdl 


of 2.348 dogs were killed in tne 
county and 6,963 were vaccinated. 
Cats were included in the quaran- 
tine order and 169 were killed. 


The quarantine and its results 


were watched and studied closely, 
Dr. Wilson said, by the state de- 
partment of health and by the

The French franc, after 


being allowed to joggle up 
and down for a while with 
as little interference as pos- 
sible, 
will 
be 
stabilized 


again—given a fixed value 
with relation to the Ameri- 
can 
dollar 
and 
British 


pound, expressed in terms 
of gold. That at least is 
the 
aim 
of these 
three 


powers and the hope of the 
capitalistic world. 
It would mean, at least 


in theory, a formal return 
to the gold standard, al- 
though it seems 
unlikely 


that gold will ever again 
be 
allowed 
to circulate 


freely, publicly 
and 
pri- 


vately, as it used to. 


The gold supply may be 


permanently loc-ked up by 
governments, to be used by 
them for international set- 
tlements 
and stabilization 


funds, but denied for pri- 
vate use. It would be frank- 
ly, for the world in general, 
what it has already become 
actually in most countries— 
a sort of sacred foundation 
for 
money values, giving 


worth to the paper substi- 
tutes in circulation, but it- 
self invisible and unobtain- 
able. 
Because the world's sup- 


ply of gold is so limited 
and fixed, in comparison 
with the varying volume of 
paper and credit and the 
vast body of public and 
private debt, the gold units 
tend to be cut thinner and 
thinner in order to keep 
-capitalism 
operating 
on 


this monetary system. Thus 
France takes another slice 
out of her gold franc, to 
match the recently thinned 
British pound and Ameri- 
can dollar. _

tempts. 


The list of this driver's

Thompson, Jr., trustees of the es- 
tate, attacked the law on the 
grounds the due process and im- 
pairment of contract clauses of 
the constitution were Involved.

"While more than 3,000 persons 
are killed annually by 
careless 


handling of firearms, this year's 
death rate could be reduced to 
approximately a third by hunters 
using ordinary precautions with 
guns this fall," according to W 
P. McCammon, chairman of the 
Home and Farm Accident Pre- 
vention Committee of the Navar 
ro County Chapter of the Rec 
Cross, "Figures show 65 per cent 
of accidental deaths by firearms 
occur during autumn hunting sea- 
son. 


"Most accidental shootings are 


caused when hunters momentarily 
forget while carrying guns that 
they are made to kill," Mr. Mc- 
Cammon said. "Hunters following 
each other under tree limbs or 
through underbrush is dangerous. 
The guns may be set off by a 
limb catching the trigger. Drag- 
ging a gun through a wire fence 
may fire it, and pulling a gun 
carelessly out of an automobile 
may shoot 
somebody. A 
gun 


should be carried with the muz- 
zle pointed to the ground and 
r.6ver cocked until ready to fire. 
Never use a gun to club game 
out of brush. If a shell misfires, 
wait at least a minute before 
clearing the chamber." 


Although hunting is an outdoor 


sport, 
Mr. 
McCammon • pointed 


out that one-fourth of the acci- 
dental deaths from firearms dur- 
ing the hunting season occur in 
the home. "Hunters, tired after 
a day in the open, often neglect 
to remove shells from a gun and 
put them away. Serious accidents 
nnd death 
have resulted when 


children 
played with 
shells or 


tossed them in the fire. Guns 
rested against a wall have been 
knocked over and have gone off, 
wounding a member of the fam- 
ily. When not in use they should 
be kept under lock and key." 


These safety hints, Mr. McCam- 


mon explained, are being called 
to the attention of hunters as 
part of the Navarro County Chap- 
ter's program in the National Red 
Cross movement to reduce the 
terrifying 
toll 
of 
accidents 
in 


homes and on farms, which last 
year caused 31,500 deaths 
and 


4.600,000 injuries. This program 
aims 
to 
inform 
householders 


throughout the year of seasonal 
dangers as well as all other com- 
mon hazards about their premises 
in order that they may be cor- 
rected.
